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In view of the fact that Embodiment 3 compares the differences in incoming 
direction among a plurality of high-speed data communication terminals with 
a threshold value, "'a computing unit for computing the difference in incoming 
direction between a signal transmitted from a general communication terminal 
device and that from a high-speed communication terminal device" in claim 
3 is not described in the specifications. 

**Generating a transmission directivity for a high-speed communication 
texn:ninal device based on the density of the high-speed commxmication terminal 
device" in claim 4 is not described in the specifications. 

In view of the fact that an interference reduction amount estimating circuit 
(701) in Embodiment 4 estimates to what extent interference received by a 
high-speed communication terminal can be restricted, an interference 
detector for detecting an interference amount received by a high-speed 
communication terminal device" in claim 5 is not described in the 
specifications . 
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
